1479T., dated Darjccling, the 12th Suy 1864.) 

I aw directed to acknowledge the receipt of your 
letter dated the 3ist March last, submitting the 
Report of tho Commission appointed to enquire 
into the causes of the Epidemic Fever raging in 
the Districts of Hooghly, Burdwan, Nuddea, Jes- 
sore, and the 24.Perzunnahe. 

2. Before acting fully on this Report the 
Licutenant-Governor deemed it advisable to pub- 
ligh it with a view to invite discussion, and to 
elicit an expression of opiniou on the part of the 
public as to the facts and opinions recorded by the 
Commission, and the mensurés recommended by 
them for adoption. Beyond n few articles in some 
of the English and Native Newspapers commend. 
ing, in general terme, the labors of the.Commis- 
sion, and urging the Government to act upon 
their advice, His Honor has received no sugges- 
tions on the subject. 

3. In the meantime the Report has been sul- 
mitted to the Chief Engineer for his remarks, and 
on that Officer’s Report it has been determined on 
the Publio Works Departanent to appoint a Special

There are no public or private necessaries, and the 
people resort to the jungles and open fields in the 
neighbourhood of their houses, The houses are 
unventilated and over-crowded; the poorer classes

The 
Mercantile community were quite aware of this, 
and consequently we have more new Steam Tags 
with more coming, 

12. Collisions in Pilo?s Water.—Thore have 
been twelve collisions in Pilot’s Water, but none 
of them serious. Ope was owing to the stupidity. 
of an outsider in charge of a Pilot Veasel, who 
was dismissed. One Pilot had through careless- 
ness cansed a collision, and had to pay all damaze ; 
the other through want af judgment, so he was 
confined to Vessels of the smallest grade for six 
mooths. All the others were pronounced aceidens 
tal, eo that out of tho twelve collisions only two 
of the Pilots were culpable. 

13, Collisions in Port.—Within the limits of 
the Port under charge of Assistant Harbour 
Masters there have been five accidents. Three of 
the Officers have been reprimanded, and the other 
two acquitted of all blame ;—very creditable to all 
in the Harbour Master’s Department. 

14, Marine Cou:t—Captain Howe bas been 
appointed Judye of the Marine Court instead of 
a lawyer. There has been only ona case brought 
hefore it this year, and the Pilot was acyzitted. 
Not -one case of complaint has come before me of 
any kind, which is very creditable, and shows that 
the Officers are well aware how much their get- 
ting employment depends on the character they 
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bear for sobriety, civility, and attention to their 
duties. 

15. CAannels of the Hooghly.*—Mr. Obbard’s 
(River Surveyor) Report is 
on the whole a more favor 
able one than it was Inst year, and he shows very 
clearly the beneficial results of employing some 
artificial means for clearing » pussage at the times 
when the periodical changes take place, and when 
a powerfal Steamer with rakes and rollers doce 
come I feel all anxiety about the channels of the 
river will be ended.

Corresponden ce regarding the mode in 
which the evidence of Witnesses in 
Criminal cases should be recorded. 


From F.B. Pracocx, Ese. Officiating Registrar of the 
High Court of Judicature at Fort William in Bengal, to 
FR. Cockgrrtt, Esv., Oficiating Secretary to the 
Government of Bengal—(No. 1561, dated the 1éth 
‘May 1864.) 


In reply to paragraph 8 of your letter 6559 of 
the 29th August Just, Iam directed to state that 
the question of whether “ the practice of taking 
down the evidence in Criminal cases in Lnglish 
might not with advantage be introduced generally 
throughout the whole Licutenant-Governorship 
in Bengal” haz been attentively considered by 
the Judges of the High Court, who are of opinion 
that if the Licutenant-Governor is thoroughly 
satisfied that ,all the Magistrates serving in 
, Bengal possessed a sufficient knowledge of the 
vernaculara of the Districts to which they are 
appointed, and if the provisions of Section 193, 
Code of Criminal Procedure, (regarding the 
mode in which the evidence of witnesses in 
Criminal eaxes should be recorded,) are strictly 
complied with, the adoption of the course pro- 
roeed would be most advantageous, inasmuch as 
it would Jessen the power of interference on the 
part of Native Ministcrial Officers, ensure a 
speedy dispatch of business, and plac8 the Magis. 
trate in more direct communication with the 
parties attending before him ; but I am to add 
that many of the Jud-res ure of opinion that 
Magistratcs in the interiur are not at the present 
time competent with respect to their knowledie 
of the langnuge to be vested with these powere, 
and the experiment would, therefore, in the 





judgment of the Court, be attended with great” 


risk of injustice, Im farther to observe that, 
if the changes proposed were varried out the 
greatest, care would be necessary, belore removing 
an Officer from ‘one District to another, to 








ascertain that he was thoroughly conversant with 
the vernacular language of the District to which 
he was about to be removed, as a perfect aoquain- 
tance of the languages current in Bengal Proper 
would not qualify a Magistrate to exercise these 
extraordinary powers in Behar or Orisea. 


From the Hon’aur A. Eprr, Secretary lo the Govornment

Tam directed to acknowledge the receipt of 
your letter No, 1561, dated the 16th ultimo, and 
to refer to that part of it which conveys the 
opinion of the Court as to whether the practice of 
taking down evidence in English -which has 
already been adopted with success in-Aseam and 
other Non-Regalation Districts might not with 
advantage be introduced generally throughout the 
whole of the Lieutenant-Governoehip of Bengal. 

2. Upon this most important question the 
Tlon’ble Judges ure of opinion that, if the Lieu- 
tenant-Governor is thoroughly satisfied that all’ 
the Magistrates servitg in Bengal poasees 8/ 
sufficient knowledge of the vernaculars of tho, 
Districts.to which they are appzinted, and if the, 
provisions of Section 198 of the Code of Criminal | 
Procedure are strictly complied with, the adoption’ 
of the course proposed by the Lientenant-Governot 
would be most advantageous, inasmuch as it)

4, These extraordinary powers, it will be 
borne in mind, simply amount to this, that the 
Magistrate shall take down the evidence of 
witnesses with his own hand in the vernacular 
Janguage of the Magistrate, unless he be prevented 
by any sufficient reason from taking down the 
evidence of any witness, in which case he shall 
record the reason of his inability to do so, and 
shall cause the evidence to be taken down in 
writing, as is now commonly done, from his dicta- 
tion in open Court. 


5. The Lieutenant-Governor is so deeply 
impressed with a sense of the advantages to be 

ined by requiring Magistrates in all practica- 
Bie cases to take down evidence with their own 
hand—advantages which cannot be expressed in 
more forcible language than that which the Court 
have used—that he is auwilling to postpone the 
general introduction of so beneficial a change 
except on considerations of great weight; and, 
though he agrees-with the Court in thinking that 
ifthe Magistrates are ignorant of the Native 
languages the changes would be attended with 
some risk of injustice, yet: it seems to His Honor 
that the risk would not be greater, but rather loss, 
than it is when, as at present, the evidence is 
taken down in the Native language of a District 
under tho personal direction and superintendence 
ofthe very same Magistrates whose ignorance of 
that language the argument presumes, 





6. A Magistrate partially ignorant of the 
Native language must by some means or other 
srriva at a distinct knowledge of what §a witness 
says hefore the evidence is written down, whether 
it be written by a Clerk under the Magistrate’s 
personal direction, or by the Mayistrate himeelf ; 
and, as the evidence after being taken down must 
be read over to the witness in a language which 
he understands, and acknowledged to be correct, 
there seems to be quite as much reason to dépend 
upon the record in the latter case asin the former, 
And it can hardly be denied that when a Magis-, 
trate hae to record evidence with his own hand 
there is an assurance that he paysattention to the 
wituess and makes a real encenvour to under~ 
stand what he says, whieh, when the evidence is 
taken down by a Clerk, is wholly wanting. 


7, But the Lientenant-Governor must venture 
to teoted an opinion somewhat st variance with 
that of some of the Hon’ble Judges as to the 
extent to.whioh the Magistrates in tho interior 
are aoquainted with the Native languages. With 
the exoaption of recently passed Assistants and 
newly appei Deputy Magistrates, who are 
aes ite lowest Judicial powers and 
are. conepetant, to tyy. only the most trivial and

knowledge of the Native language of the District 
in which he is employed to understand nearly all 
that a witness says and to take it down correctly 
in his own language. There may be a word now 
and thén or an idiomatic expression which is 
strange to some of the younger Magistrates 
exercising highor powers, but there ie always an 
Interpreter at hand, and all such Magistrates are 
perfectly capable of judging whether the interpre- 
tation given is correct or not, Whatever may 
have bgen the case in former times the Examina- 
tion Rules, which have now been in force for these 
fifteen yeurs past, provide a sure guarantee that 
Magistrates cannot now be otherwise than well 
acquainted witlt the languages at least of Bengal 
and Behar, while of Orissa it may be sa‘ely said 
that alarge proportion of the inhabitants are 
themselves acquainted with either Bengali or 
Hindustani, and that any Magistrate having a 
competent knowledge of those two languages can 
with a month’s practice understand whut a witness 
says in the Oorya language as well as if he were 
speaking in either of the others, Nevertheless 
the Lieutenant-Governor will, as the Court sag- 
gest, take special care, as far as the exigencies of 
the Service permit, ‘hat Officers appointed to be 
Magistrates in Orissa shall possess 9 previous 
knowledge of the language of the Province. 

8. His Honor further begs to add that in the 
Assam and other Non-Regulation Districts, where 
all the Magistrates of every grade have for a long 
time been obliged to take down evidence in their 
own language, the younger Officers are, as a 
rule, less familiar with the Native languages than 
those in the Regulation Districts, and that the 
complete success which has attended the practice 
wherever it has been adopted affords ample 
ground for a confident expectation that it will 
not be less successful if introduced universally 
throughout the rest of this Lieutenant-Governor- 
ship. 

9. The Lieutenant-Governor, therefore, under 
the power vested in him by Section 196 of the 
} Code of Criminal Procedure, is pleased to direct 
that in every District of the Lower Provinces the 
evidence of witnesses shall be taken down by the 
Magistrate with his own hand and in his own 
vernacular language, unless he be prevented by 
any sufficient reason from taking down the evi- 
denee of any witness, in which case he shall record 
tho reason of his inability to do so, and shall 
cause the evidence to be taken down in writing 
from his dictation in open Court. His Honor is 
further pleased to direct that if the vernacular 
language of any Magistrate be neither English 
flor the language of the District in which his 
Court is held, he may take down the evidence ins 
English, or in the language of the District, 
instead of in his own’ vernacular. 


10, Iam desired by the Lieutenant-Governor 
to request that the Court will be 0 good as to 
ive effect to this direction, and, if the Hon'ble 
Fudges think proper, to furnish the Magistrates 
with any precautionary instructions that may be 
required as to the mode in which evidence is to be 
taken under Section 194 of the Code, and as to 
the sufficient reasons” which should justify them 
in not taking down evidence with their own hand 
and in causing it to be token down in writing

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4,. If an Officer seeking leave or applying 
for an appointment desires to receive a reply by 
Telegraph he should pay for the reply himself, 
for no such message can properly be sent at the 
public expanse, unless it be go sent because it is 
in good faith believed that the interests of the 
Public Service require it. 


5. The extent of the evil which results from 
the irregular practice above noted may not readily 
strike an individu&l Public Officer who may per- 
haps only send one or two such messages in a 
month. The evil, however, isin reality a very 
great one, for the irregularity is found to be pro- 
valent throughout Indio wherever Telographic 
communieation is -available, and thus probably 
not aday passes that Privaty Messages which 
have been paid for and wossages which are really 
onthe Public Service are not delayed in transit 
by the passage of some of these unpaid Private 
‘Messages improperly sent on the Publie Servico, 


6. The difference between the Post Office and 
the Telegraph ia this matter is obvious, though 
there is reason to supposs that it is not always 
borne in mind. No ons communicating withe 
Government or with any public functionary is 
entitled to expect a reply by Telegraph. The 
Tolegraph is an extraordinary means of communica. 
tion which is not intended to be used in the transac- 
tion of public business, except on urgent and 
faportant occasions, and when the saving of lime 
effected by the Telegraph is of reat importauce to the 
public interests: and it is of the utmost con- 
‘sequence to the interests of the general pablic, 
ental ts regards the economical working of the 
Telegraph, that this rule should be rigidly observed 
by all Public Officers, and especially by those who 
hold posts of authority, 


7. Another common and very serious evil in 


communicating by Telegraph onthe Public S 
vice is the entire absence of any care to éxpre 
the messages in-tho fewest possible words. 
should be always borne in mind that a message 
should consist of as few words as are consistent 
with a clear rendering of its meaning. It cannot 
be too strongly: impressed on Public Officors that 
communications by Telegraph must be conveyed 
ins style altogether different from that whieh is 
usual in Postal communications. Brevity, next to 
clearness, must be considered the most. impostant 
cousideration in Telegraphic Measazus.

Correspondence on the subject of improving the 
breed of Bengal Cattle, and the Cultivation 
of Vegetables for the consumption 

of European Troops. 


From the Hon'siz A. Ener, Secretary to the Government 
of Bengal, to the Officiating Sccretary, Agricaltural 
Socisty,—(No. 981T., dated Bhangulpore, tho 6th 
October 1888.) 

I am directed to reqnest that the Society will 
have the goodness to favor the Lientenant-Gover- 
nor with a report as to the best means of improving 
the breed of Bengal cattle with special reference 
to their capacity for draught, and for preventing 
further degeneracy, such as is believed to have 
taken place in the breed of late years. 

2. Lam to ask whether thera is good reason 
to believe that such degeneracy has really occurred, 
and if so, what, in the opinion of the Society, 
are the causes of it, and what means can Le 
properly taken by the Government, or by private 
associations and individuals, to remedy the evil.

In reply I am desired by the Committee to 
state that there’can be no doubt tiat there bas 
been a partial deterioration in the broed of the 
Bengal cattle of late years. The climate of the 
country does not certainly favor the growth of a 
strong and hardy breed, such as flourishes in the 
cold regions of Burope, or even in tho Upper 
Provinces of India, In Bengal the cattle arg 
naturally of sinall size and weight, and less capac 
ble of active work, though possessed to a marvel 
lous degree of enduring patience. But the ob- 
servation of the past quarter of a century shows 
that there has been a visible deteriovation in the 
breed, and the Committee attribute it to the 
following causes, ve.: first, the want of good 
pasture ; second, over-work; é#ird, periodical 
murrain ; ‘and fourth, defective breeding, 








Tho want of generous pasture is very severely 
felt. In the days of the Hindoo Kings of this 
country there were cattle grounds, cattle roads, 
and cattle tanks, and the Hindoo Law would not 
allow compensation to a person for cattle trespass 
if his field, lying on the side of the cattle road, 
had not been properly fenced. Down tothe time 
of the Permanent Settlement the pasture lands 
were kept by the Zemindars exclusively for the 
grazing of the cattle on the charge of a mode- 
vate rent or a quota of ghee; but the British 
Government, in making the settlement, resumed 
the sayer duties hitherto levied by the Zemindars, 
and it left the Landholders” pasture lands, 
bunkur and phulkur, attached to their 
Estates, giving them absolute freedom of settling 
these appendages to their property in such manner 
as they might think proper. In the proportion 
waste lands are being brought into cultivation 

stare lands for cattle are also disappearing. 

Wwenty or thirty years ago there was scarely an 
Eetate which had not a large pasturare for tie 
grazing of cattle; but the enhancement of the 
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prices of agricultural produce, and the consequent 
prolitableness of cultivation, have led the Ryot to 
wradually eneroach upon every pasture field say. 
ceptible of cultivation with cereals or other crops, 
Save in the Districts of Nuddea, Moorshedabad, 
Rungpore, and Beerbhoom, where high lands are 
to be met with, sre thin areas left as pasture 
ground, but that also in cases in which cultiva- 
tion cannot be carried on with profit. For 
instance, the poverty of the land in Kishnaghur. 
requires rest every alternate year, and the field in 
every such year ia necessarily used as pasturage 
tor the cattle. In Rungpore the chur land on 
its first formation is not fit for cultivation, the 
bed of sand lying too close to the surface to 
admit of ploughing, and the Ryot consequently 
finds it more to his advantage to allow the cattle 
to graze on it, which has the effect of manuring 
the land and preparing it for culture at a future 
season. But as soon as the chur becomes fit for 
cultivation the cattle are removed to another chur 
less favorably situate and where the pasture is 
necessarily poor. It will be thus seen that even in 
those Distriets where nature compels the Ryot to 
leave pasture grounds such pasturage is held 
subordinate to purposes. of cultivation, and that 
cultivation no sooner becomes possible than the 
pasturage is broken up. Deprived of the healthy, 
generous, and invigorating food of nature, the 
cattle are left to subsist upon such allowance of 
straw and other food as the Ryotis able to supply, 
and it need hardly Le observed that in the present 
enhanced prices of all agricultyral produce the 
keep of the cattle has become excessive costly. 

Added to the want of pasture or adequate sup- 
ply of food, the other privations which the cattle 
undergo, such as the want of proper housing ‘nd 
tending, and the little care generally taken of 
them, have naturally a deteriorating effect upon 
“heir constitution, and diminish their power both 
for milkiness and work, 


If the cattle are so ill-fed and 0 ill-tended, they 
are, on the other hand, most injarionely over- 
worked, partly owing to the increased prices of all 
articles of food, both of men and cattle, and part- 
ly owing to the diminution of the mgmber of the 
cattle caused by the periodic murrain, which has 
of late become more fatal than before. Besides, 
the prices of cattle have of lute’ inereased 
proportionately with the expenses of their keop, 
so much so, that the Ryut’ uow makes one pair 
of bullocks do the work of two, which the latter 
cannot sustain without injury to health, and the 
animals necessarily become st:nted in growth, 
short-lived, and less enduring. 
physical @eterioration thus sown it can be easily 
imagined that the ptogeny must be weak and 
unhealthy, and as the deterioration must increase 
from generation to generation the evil, unless it 
were arrested before it was too late, must-sprudd to 
the detriment of the people. 


While the latter offeprings of the Bengal cattle 
are so weak und unhealthy, in consequence of the 
physical deterioration which bas beo\going on in 
the parents for some years past, it needhpleo"hg re- 
membered that no care is taken in breedig@# and 
that consequently deterioration has been rapid. 
‘The race of Brahminee bulls, which was formerly 
abundant in all parte of the country, is fast die- 
appearing by being soplayed by Municipal Com. 
mittecs in the Presidency 


With the seeds of [ 





Mofussil, and the peaple are necessarily left to the 
scanty etock of immature and degenerate bulls 
maintained by the villagers for breeding purposes. 
It is also worthy of remark that the neglect of 
the people in rearing the cattle, particularly for 
ugricultural purposes, may be accounted for by the 
circumstance that the soil being naturally soft, 
their requiremente, so far as the employment of 
bullock-power is concerned, are easily mct. 

‘The Committee have already referred to the great 
havoc among the cattle caused by the periodic 
murrain. It is of the utmost importance, 
they submit, to ascertain the mortality occasioned 
by pox and other diseases, and how far these 
diseases have led to physical deterioration, This 
information cau be more satisfactorily obtuined by 
Government than by private individuals, 

With. regard to the improvement of the Bengal 
cattle, the Committee are of opinion that eross- 
breeding may be reckoned asthe most important. 
It ix reusonable to suppose that cross-breeding 
will do for the bovine what it lie already effected for 
the equine race in the Upper Provinces. ‘The pure 
English, or the Australinn, or the Cape eatile, it is 
feared, will not multiply here freely. The climate 
ig against their growth, bat by crossing they may 
be so {ar acclimatized as to secure to the country 
cattle the bone, muscle, and milkinews of the 
foreigners. The practicability of attaining success 
by cross-beeding is evidenced in the improved oon- 
dition of Commissariat and Artillery bullocks. 

The improvement, {n order to’ be successful, 
requires, in the humble opinion of the Committee, 
the co-operation of both Goverament and 
Landholders. It is in the first place of the highest 
importance to acquaint the Landholders and 
Farmers with the advantages of a superior breed 
of cattle, and the practicability of ice being reared 
up in Bengal at a moderate cost. For such a 
purpose the Cumnmittee think Cattle Forme may, 
with advantage, be opened experimentally in 
certain Districts, either at the sole expense af, 
Government, or, where the Landbolders are intel- 
ligent enough to appteciate the benefit of the 
experiment, at the jorut expenses of Government 
and Lundholdere. The Committee would, however, 
prefer to see the efforts of Government directed 
through the media of Mofuasi] Manicipal Com- 
mitees and the Commissariat Department, Both 
these J)upartments require the serviees of stroag 
and hardy bullucke for draught purposes, and if 
the Government will influence the Offictrs of these 
Departinents to import Colonial, or Hurriana, or 
Nazyre bulls for the purpose of cros-breeding, 
and allow the villagers the benefit of those animals, 
much muy be effected in the way of improvement, 
The influence of the District Officers also, if 
properly directed, will be extremely useful in 
promoting this object, and the Committee believe 
that a better agency for systematic work cannot 
be provided thun the late Local Agricultural 
Committees, which may be continued with addition 
to their umber if necessary. If the Disteiet 
Officials take a zealous and active interest in the 
work, and if the views of the Government are 
properly explained, and the spirit of setivity 
and emulation, which toust bave beom induced 
the late Agricultural Exhibition, be -leept op, the 
Committee-hava no doubt that the Landholdarg 
will not be backward in ee-operating with Govern. 
ment in the. turthevance of - this uselul and 
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To the above scheme of operations the 
Committee would reoommend the supplementing 
of periodical Cattle Shows. Such shows, and 
the inducement of prizes so distributed as 
to foster  cross-breeding, which must form 
apart of the aystem, will be extremely useful 
in providing a motive to exertion, in engendering 
a spirit of omulation, and in awakening 
a dosire for improvement. In giving prizes 
for Cattle Shows the Committee would, 
for instance, set a high prize upon a dowd fide 
English or Colonial bull brought up for’ six 
months certain ina District, A’ competition to 
win such a prize would neegssnrily contribute to 
the improvement of the Bengal breed by the 
importations and rearing of strong foreign bulls. 
‘Toe history of agricultural improvement in Eng- 
lund places, beyond dispute, the utility of Agri- 
cultural Exhibitions, and what las been achieved 
there, the Committee see no reason to ddubt, may 
be achieved in India under like circumstances 
aud like conditions, 

As for securing the reservation of pasture lands 
for the use of the eatthe, or preventing thejr being 
ill-tended or over-worked, much will depend on 
the value which the agricultural popalation will 
attach to a better or stronger breed of cattle. 
‘yhe Committye are not aware of any reagous which 
may not supply Ben.zal, Tike Bngta 

asture lands under like conditions. If the Land. 
Rrolders or Ryots can obtain remunerative rente 
for Jands fit for pasturaye, the Committee see no 
reason to doubt that they will not divert such 
lands from cultivation. 

In conclusion the Committee beg leave to offer 
their best acknowledgments to His Honor the 
Lichtenant-Governor for directing his attention to 
this vitally important subject. They need hardly 
romind His Honor that the Hindoo Kings of 
India always held the proper tending und improve- 
ment of cattle an object of primary import- 
ance. They cannot too strongly regret the 
indifference and apathy with which the community 
has suffered the present deterioration to work its 
pernicious effecta. They have, however, no doubt, 
that, with the attention of the Government fully 
awakened to the magnitude of the subject, the 
progress of the evil will be arrested,

With regard to the second portion of the 
enquiry, which it will be convenient to take up 
first, 1am directed to say that both from the 
observation of the Calcutta Members of the Ase 
sociation, and from the information obtained from 
those residing in the Mofussil, the Committee are 
satisfied that no general deterioration of the breed 
of cattle has taken place. 

It is believed that the draught bnllocks now 
employed in Calcutta are quite as good generally 
as they have been for many years, and with one 
exception the Mofussil Members consulted have 
all given their opinion that the cattle have not 
degenerated, and some cousider them to have 
improved. . 

The exception’ to which I have referred is 
Mr. Terry, of Midnapore, who considera the breed 
to have degenerated for some time, and more go‘ 
for the past ten years. 

Making allowance for this exception as regarda 
the Midnapore District, the result arrived at by 
the Association is, that in Calcutta the buflocks 
employed are fully as qzood now as they have been 
for many years, and that from Tirhoot to Jessore 
the breed has not degenerated, 

There is no doubt that draught ballocks have 
greatly risen in cost, partly from casual and tem- 
porary causes, and partly from the great inerease 
that has taken place in the area of land under 
the plough, which at the sume time has enhanced 
the demand for plough bullucke, and has diminished 
the wast® or pasturage lands available for the 
rearing of cattle. 


There has been: unusual mortality amongst the 
cattle in Lower Bengal, which has added to the 
searcity and to the enhanced cost of eattle natur- 
ally conseqnent on a great extension of cultivas 
tion; and the Committee are inclined to think 
that tho increased ditliculty in procuring draught. 
bulloeks has given rise to the idea that the breed 
of cattle has degenerated. 

In regard to the first part of the enquiry, vic., 
the best means of improving the breed of Bengal 
cattle with special reference to their capacity for 
dranght, T am directed to say that, whilst satiafted 
that no degenoracy in the breed has taken place; 
the Committee are of opinion that there is room 
for improvement, though by means which cannot 
cbe very greatly influenced either by Government 
or by private associations ; but if consideration of 
the subjéct should prevent attempts at improve. 
ment in a unwise direction, the enquiry will not 
have been without benetit. 

The Committee feel satisfied that no improve. 
ment in the breed of draught cattle ean be ex- 
peoted by the introduction of any foreizn cattle, 
and they greatly doubt ‘whether the use of bulls 
of any larger Indian breed would be aivantugeous, 
and therefore they consider that improvement is 
only to be obtained with any certainty hy selection 
from the present breed and from improved feuding 
of the young stock. 


The great mortality amongst the cattle’ of 
Lower Bengal of late years. alluded to in the 
earlier part of this letter, occurred after hich and 
Jong inandations, and is believed to bave been 
cauned in a great measure, if not altogether, by 
the starvation to which the cattle were aubjectud 
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during the period the country was under water, 
and until there was anew growth of food after 
the subsidence of the rivers, as the people - 
rally make no provision of food for their cattle for 
those seasons of the year when it is likely to be 
searce and precarious, 

It is this absence-of all provision for feeding 
their cattle which at the same time presents 
obstacles to the improvement of their own- bred, 
and which makes the introduction of a larger 
breed undesirable. 

Tn a level commu and on metalled roads the 
prosent hackery bullooks do their work wonderfully 


‘well, and it is not believed that any animals can, |" 


be found to move the merchandize over the roads 
in Calcutta so.cheaply as is dono by those now 
employed, regard being had to their first cost, the 
work they perform, and the food they ent. 

No doubt that for dragging carts over unmetal- 
*led roads, and for ploughing many descriptions of 
soil, heavier and larger cattle would be desirable ; 
but unless better kept than the majority of those 
belonging to the agricultural classes, bullocks of a 
larger breed wonld be likely to fall into such low 
condition as to be unable to do the work at all. 

Asarule no cattle are reared in Bongal for 
food, and therofore all cows will be used for breed- 
ing, and the selection required for improvement 
must therefore necessarily be confined to the bulla; 
but if any means could be found to induce the 
owners of cows to put them to selected bulls the 
effect would, no doubt, be highly advantageous. 

At present the general body of Native breeders 
are altogether careless of the quality ‘of @he bnils 
to which their cows ate put, and very frequently 
the bulls seen with cows would seem to have been 
kept entire, simply because they were too small 
and weak to find a market for draught purposes, 
and if any means could be suggested for provont- 
ing these amall bad animals from being allowed 
to go at large with the cows, or from being kept 
entire, one great point towards the improvement 
of the breed would be obtained. 

Mr. Forbes, of Purneah, giving the result of 
thirty-three years’ observation, and speaking of 
people in the District who profess cattle-breeding, 
writes :—‘ The above breeders select one of two | 
best bull calver out of the umber they may: have 
in their herd and keep for bulls, and no other 
bulls are admitted into their herds.” 

‘The result of this conduct is shown in an earlier 

of Mr. Forbes’ Setter, im which he suys 
that “Ido not find the breed of cattle to have 
degenerated in any way; if anything, there is an 
evident improvement”. and no doubt if the 
‘Native rearers of eattle generally could be induced 
to take the same precautions as to the bulls they 
breed from, the improvement observed by Mr. 
Forbes would be general} particularly if at the 
same time they could he induced to feed their 
young stock better than is now usually ‘done.

Witn reference to your dovket No. 532 of the 
6th May last, and its annextire, Adjutant -General’s 
letter No 207 of the 28rd April, on the alleged 
probability of a failure in the supply of the boet 
and mutton ration to the Pritish Soldier in India, 
I haye the honor to append a summary of the 
correspondence that has passed departmentally 
on the subject, and to state that in my opinion 
nd apprehensions need be entertained of the 
eupply of horned cattle falling short of the 
demund. 

2. The European Troops of the Bengal Pre~ 
sideney are distributed over o vast territory, 
extending from Peshawur in the north to Calcutta 
in the south, from Jubbulpore in the west to 
Dacea in the cast. The number of cattle required 
for their annual consumption may be stated in 
round ntimbers at 1,00,000, which, taking the 
wide area over Which the demand is spread, should 
trench but lightly om the resourves of the country, 
seeing that for the consumption of Calcutta aud 
Suburbs alone nearly $0,000 hend of cattle are 
annually slaughtered. With these facts belore 
me, it appears that goy fear of a failure in the 
supply is groundless. ; 

3. There can be no doubt that « considerable 











decrease in the stock of cattle in the Nofth- 
‘Weatern Provinoes bas been caused by the funune 
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ef 2861 and its consequences ; but in two or three 
years the void will be filled up, and as Railwoys 
extend, the supply will be more equally distribut~ 
ed, Districts having a superabundance forwarding 
their superfluity to localities where thers may be 
a deficiency. 

4. While I have no fears of a failure in the 
supply, I think much might be done to improve 
the stock, and 1 would recommend good bulls 
from the Hivear Farm being eelected and stationed 
in the most favorable localities for gratuitous 
service, some encouragement being at the same 
time held out in the shape of prizes for the best. 
produce, which would doubtless have a beneficiul 
effect, 

b. With regard to the suggestion of His Ex- 
colleney the Commander-in-Chiet, that cattle to 
improve the breed be imported from Australia, 
Lbeg to say such a measure does not, to me, 
appear advisable, 

8, The Australian oxen are tall, loose made, 
clumsy animals, not half so well fitted for draught 
purposes as. the Hissar bullock, and quite unsuited 
for agricultural purposes in this country, Indeed, 
they require #o much fodder that no native would 
accept of them; their flesh too is exceedingly 
coarse, and to keep them even in tolerable condi- 
tion would be very expensive; added to which, 
they ate subject to a most contagious and fatal 
disease, pleura pneumonia, which lies latent in the 
system till developed by certain states of the 
atmosphere, when it breaks out and sweeps herd 
after herd off the face of the country: the risk 
of introducing this terrible scourge into India 
would of itself be ao bar to the importation of 
cattle that are dubject to it. 

1. With respect to the stock of shcep, I regret 
Ido not take so favorable a view, being satisfied 
that it is not at present equal to the drain on it, 
and that remedial measures are of pressing neves- 
sity. Irecommend that the issue of mutton to 
the Troops be restricted to once a week, or during 
the four cold months ite iseue might be altogether 
discoutinued, corresponding additional iss 
being made in the bot weather and zains, when a 
change of food is more acceptable, and more 
required to stimulate‘ the languid appetite, 1 
would further recommend that in future Contract 
Deeds a stipulation should bo inserted that not 
more than one-third of the mutton tendered for 
rations should be ewe mutton; this, while it would 
gnuble stock breeders to vei rid of barren of euper- 
fiuous femules, would Le a check to the wholesale 
slaughter of them that tukes place ut present. 


8. Aw with the horned cattle, so with the sheep, 
much might Le done to improve the breed. L 
would for this purpose suggest the importation of 
selected Liecester or Southdown rams from Ling: 
land; some of them might bo kept at Hissar to 
eros with the large breeds of sheep found to the 
westward in Rajpoctana and in the neighbourhood 
of Lahore, some of them might be stationed with 
advantage in Huaara, or at the skirt of the hills 
in the Punjab; but for thia locality the Chevoit 
would be perhups the best brved,—the produce 
from both places being distrilted, and. prizes 
offered for the best specimens at agricultural 
shows, which 1 hope in time to see estahliebed at 
all the large Stations. I would further advocate 
tire grant on long lease, at nominal rents, of 
suitable tracts of waste land on condition of their 
being stocked with sheep, restrictlons being 
imposed os to the. number to be boras on tho

grant, and mode of disposing of the surplus 
produce. While on this subject, I may mention 
that I believe the prospectis of a Farming 
Company” to be established at Mussoorie for 
breeding cattle, sheep, pigs, &c., will  shortl; 
appear, ond it would be better to stimulate sucl 
undertakings by giving them encouragement and 
suppott than for Government itself to undertake 
farming operations, 

9. Much stress has been lain on the rise that 
has taken place in the price of meat os indicating 
un approaching scarcity, but a sive has taken 
place in the ptice of almost every article of con 
sumption, uod in labor also. I believe myself 
that while the increased deninnd has doubtless 
had its natural effect, that os regards the ration 
of the Soldier, the much highe: standard now 
insisted’ on, the difficulty of obtaining grass-fed 
meat equal to that standard, and the risk and 
penaltics to whigh contractors are -subje 
rejections, have had as much to do with raising 





‘the price of the meat portion of it as all other 


causes combined. 


Abstract of leiters of Deputy Commiaearies General 
and Executive Commissariat Uficere.

Letter No. 156 of 7th July 1863, from the 
Peshawur Executive, states that there is no diffi. 
culty whatever in the supply of beef ration, and 
that. the sheep: are mostly procured frum the 
neighbourhood of Mooltun. 


Rawot Pixper, 


The Executive Commissariat Officer at Rawal 
Pindee, in his No. 114 of 4th July 1863, arcribes 
the present rise in the price of horned cattla in 
that part of the Punjaub not to a reduction in 
the stock of the country, but to an ineretised 
drainage on its resources from other quarters, He 
notices the fuct, however, of not having ever sets: 
“a hill cow in the slaughter yard.” 

In regard to sheep the fact of “a serious des 
crease” in stock is admitted, and it is attributed 
“to the increased demand, snd in a measure to 
the famine” But he is nevertheless of opinion 
that it is unneccasary tv restrict the issue of mut- 
ton to once a week. 

He nd¥ocates the plan of crossing the Pind- 
Dadun-Khan sheep with English stock, ond ree 
commends the importation of English rame for 
the purpose, It is remarked that during the hot 
weather they may be zetained in the hills, and 
képt in the plains from the 15th of October to 
the Hoth of Apsil. By this arrangement, he 
observes, they “would thrive as wall ae they do- 
at home.”

Officer at Sealkote, admits, in his letter No. 97 
of 23rd June 1968, the fact of @ decrease ip the 
stock of cattle, but he considers this decrease to- 
be of a temporary nature, and the result ofthe 
lute famine in tha MortheWest.

In the Punjab the 
average weizht of a sheep, when killed, is gated 
to be lrom 2% tu 55 Ibs. each, whist in other parts 
‘of the country it varies from 18 to 25 Ibs.

With Memorandum No. 58 of 24th July 1863, 
Captain Hogz forwards ccpies cf letters from 
the Commissioners of Mooltan and Dera-Temail- 
Khan bearing on. the subject under notice, the 
contents of which may be summed up as follows :— 

The Commissioner of Mooltan, in letter No. 
145 of d July last, to the address of. the 
loenl Exevutive” Commissariat Officer, statea 
that there has been a decrease in the stock of 
horned cattle between the years 1863-63 and 
1863-6! to the extent of nearly six per eent. 
But during that period and the tivo official yeare 
immediately precvding. the increase of sheep was 
at the ratpof i] and 1 per cent. respectively. 
In the Bhawulpore Territory “there has been a 
“falling off in the number of sheep and horned 
“cuttle” during the past year, resulting both from 
eale and casualties. I gather from the statistics 
embodied in the Report of the Commissioner that 
in the District of Mooltan there has been “a 
“decrease of 14,045 cows” compared with the 
stocktof the previous year, In the words of the 
Commissioner, “it does not seem whether the de- 
“ereuse has been eaused by death or removal to 
other parts of the country.” Presnming that the 
term death” as used by that functionary eigni- 
fies casualties, the legitimate inference would be 
that the reduction is not attributable to greater 
consumption. 

In bringing the Report to a close the Commis. 
sioner expresses his coufidence that ‘the umple 
“pasture afforded by the rains of 1862 and the 
« present excellent rains ought to restore stock 
«where a want of rain has caused its diminution.” 

The Commissioner and Superintendent, Derajat 
Divisign, in a letter No. 103 of 1st duly 1862, to 
the President of the late Commissariat Commis- 
sion, expresses himself to the following effet :— 

The fact of a diminution in the stock of horued 
cattle was admitted by gil the Depnty Commis. 
sioners in the Division ; but the Commissioner 
attributed it to the drought with which the 
country was visited diging the last three years, 
which considerably affected tie price. of grain. 
The prevalence of a marrain “in tie Cis-Indus 
tracts” for the last two years also proved inju- 
rious, In the opinion of the above functionary

the decrease in the stock was not much attribut- 
able to “ increased consumption of meat.” 


Fenozerone. 


‘The Executive Commicrariat Officer at Feroze- 
pore, in his letter No. 132 of 4th June 1868, 
states ‘ that there is po doubt but that the stock 
“of slaughter cattle and sheep are on the decrease.” 
The remark ix made espycially applicable to the 
latter. He is of opinion, however, that there has 
been no deterioration in quality, but that on the 
contrary the standard of meat ration has been 
raised so much so “that the Military Authori- 
“ties now expect to zet meat of a fur better quality 
“than cun be procured from grass-fed cattle.” 

Sub-Assistant Commissary General Captain 
Taylor attributes tuis decrease in stock to inereased 
consumption of meat consequent on the large 
influx of European Troops into the country since 
the year of the mutiny, as also the occurrence of 
the late famine in the North-West Provinces. 
‘The famine affected the stock iu two wa: 

Firstly, the prevalence of casualties amongst 
the cattle owing to the want of food ; and secyndly, 
by the increased consumption of meat even 
amongst the natives themselves owing to the 
scarcity of grain. He remarks, however, that “ all 
“this would easily be overcome but for the bane- 
“ful custom of the country of killing cows and 
‘ewes, to provent which some stringent measures 
“are required ; and unless Government take upon 
“themeclves to put a stop to this practice, I bave 
“no doubt but that difficulty will be experienced 
‘gome years henee in procuring a ready and 
“abundant supply of meat?’ He is of opinion 
that the adoption of this measure is all that ix 
required, and that thero is not the least necessity 
for the establishment of breeding farms on the 
part of the Government, which involves consider- 
able expense. 

In regard to the remark of His Excellency 
the Commander-in-Chief as to the difficulty 
perienced by private individnals in procuring 
good mutton, Captain Taylor alludes to the “uni- 
versal custom” which existed before the mutinies 
of Officers obtaining “their mutton from eit Mer the 
“ Regimental Messes or Station Clubs which kept 
“up a regular fiuck of shtep and fed them on 
“gram and bheorah, and which used to cost 
“about 2 Rupees a quarter ;? and he is positive that 
similar results might yet be attained under “ pro. 
per management,” but for the existing practice 
of Olficers resorting largely to the bazar, expecting 
to “get goud mutton (ulthough the original cost 
“of sheep has increased) for from 6 to $ annas a 
© quarter, which even in former days was impossi- 
* ble, for those few who resorted to the bazar and 
“expected good mutton never paid less than a 
“ Rupee a quarter.” This remark is mado equally 
applicable to beef. Captain Taylor gues on to 
say that those acustomed to good food from their 
intancy must agree to pay “ proper price” if they 
would wish to live equally wellyin this country a0 
in Kngland. +As regards the European Troops, 
however, he is of opinion that they are provided 
with the same sort of rations in India, if not 
better, as “in any of the @olonies,” and corrobo. 
rates his statement by averring that he has 
“heard many Soldicre say that they prefer the 
“rations they get out here to what they got even 
‘at home,” Pi . 




















JouLoNDUR. 

The Exccutive Commissariat Officer at Jul- 
Tundur, in letter No. 98 of 1th June last, ‘states 
that from the enquiries instituted by him he is 
led tu believe that the stock of horned cattle has 
not diminished, and that in his opinion there is 
no fear of failure in the supply. The belief of 
the Executive Officer, however, seems to have beon 
formed independently of the information furnished 
by “the contractors and other butchers,” who re- 
presented that “the cattle are procured with some 
“trouble, as the owners, being mostly Hindoos, 
« will not readily sell them, and there appear to be 
“no regular cattle marts in this part of the 
“country.” In regard’to the deterioration of the 
stuck, he is of ®pinion that the quality of the 
beef ration is not only “very guod” but has 
improved lately. 

Captain Holland, however, does not take the 
the same view in respect to mutton, and is under 
the impression that the increased demand for the 
Articles has tended to a material diminution in the 
stock of sheep. He remarks that the difficulty of 
the Commissariat Contractor is proportionully 
greater than that of “ messes and private indivi- 
duals” in consequence of the greater demand for 
the Troops. He axcribes this falling of in the 
stock to the “ greater influx of Europeans into thé 
“ country since 1867,” and recommends the issue 
of mutton ‘only once a week during certain 
« portions of the year.” 

Kossowtie. 


In letter No. 138, dated the 17th June 1863, 
the Executive Commissariat Officer at Kussowlie 
expresses his opinion to the effect that “no danger- 
ous decrease” has taken place either in tho 
stock, or any deterioration in the quality of the 
cattle which furnish the beef ration of the Brit 
Soldier, but that ou the other hand be is sati¢fed 
that there has been a perceptible diminution ia 
the stock of sheep, and recummends the adoption 
of energetic meusures” tending “ to give a stimu- 
lus to the breeding of sheep.” He is farther of 
opinion that the standard of mutton ration has 
lately been raised so high that it cannot 
be styled “best grasa.fed?’ and ae ey 
almost every Contractor who undertakes the sup- 
ply “now feeds his sheep for Hospital issue on 
gram” with a view to obvinte condemnations 
and fines emsequent thereon. 

Major Mills represents the desirability of ine 
viting separate Tenders for beef and mutton in 
supersession of the exisiting practice of employing 
the same Contractor in supplying both the articles. 
Such a measure, he thinks, will result in inducing » 
new class of men to undettuke the duty of pro- 
viding the European Troops with mutton ration 
possessed of the means of effecting direut-arrange- 
ments with the breeders themselves, ‘who at 
“ present object to have any dealings with men 
“who slaughter beef,” an that the 
restriction to the bi-weekly sapply of mutton be 
deferred pending the resnlt of the trial. “He 
recommends that the experiment be made in ond ot 
two Divisions’ posseasing loval advantaged in regard 
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nor does he anticipate any at a future period. In 
support of bis statement he quotes the following 
remark from the Assistant Commissioner at that 
Station :—“ There is no decrease in the stock of 
« cattle attributable to the démand for slaughter 
“cattle, and that the agricultural prospects of this 
« Division are not likely to be affected thereby. 
“There appears no reason to suppose that the 
© quality of cattle or sheep in this Division hus 
deteriorated.” The Executive Commissariat 
Officer goes on te say that consequent on .the 
standard of rations having been improved “of 
late years,” both the ‘Officers and men have 
«heen led to expect meat of a superior quality to 
«the best grass-fed.” He mgkes his remark, how- 
ever, especially applicable to mutton, and, avers 
that it is not unfrequently condemned, simply on 
the ground of ite being “thin,” though it may 
he pronounced “quite sweet aud good.” In 
winding up his report Captain Mylne urges the 
necessity of fixing a standard of meat rations to 
test the quality of the supplies generally, 

The reports of the several Executive Commis- 
satiat Officera in the Upper Circle are followed 
up by an elaborate report on the subject by 
Lientenant-Colonel Reddie; Deputy Commissary 
General of that Circle, which I shall endeavor 
to.summarise in a few words. 

A reduction in the stock of horned cattlé is 
ignored in unqualified terms, and the present 
emhanced rate of beef is attributed to a rise in 


tho standard quality of that article of Soldiers’ | 


rations, as aleo to the greater risks of loss a Cou- 
tenctor is liable to from rejections, whether just 
or fastidious. By a reference to the statistics 
published in the Calcutta Custom Honse “Returns 
and the Exchange Prices Current, Colonel Reddie 
endeavors to show that the slaughter cattle in 
the Commissariat Department is only one-fiftieth 
part of the expenditure incurred on account of 
agricultural, mercantile, and domestic purposoe, 
the average annual export of hides being fifty 
lacs, and the consumption of beef for Soldiers’ 
rations one lac cattle. He not-only differs in 
opinion from Captain Taylor, the Executive Com- 
missariat Officer at Ferozeporo, that the slaughter 
of cows has @ great share in reducing the stock 
of horned cattle, but ig decidedly of opinion that 
the discontinuance of the practice will tell heavily 
‘on the agricultural gud other interests of the 
country dependent on the multiplication of the 
male stock, which will doubtless hava tg meet all 
wants connected with the supply of meat rations 
in the event of such o rule being passed by the 
Government. In support of his argument he 
alludes tothe comparative coarseneas of the beof 
derived from the ox and tc the circumstance of 
weedy animals or barren cows only being killed 
for the purposes. 

Colonel Reddié also differs from the general 
opinion that there has been a decrease in the stock 
o sheep, and refutes the statement of Captain 
Davidson, Executive Commissariat Officer -at 
BSealkote, by stating that the establishment of 
breeding farme in Upper Pegu proved a complete 
failure; but he is of opinion, however, that the 
experiment, if tried in this country, may result in 
Breater success on account of tho congeniality of 
tte elinaste to ebeap compared with that of Upper 
Peigu.’. flyidoss qf however, enter into the ques- 
tion ae'te: ‘wach breeding farms should be 
by: Government of left to private 
enterneiat.” Shs:*tenerd ta Captain Davidson's

remark that the large consuniption of ewer has 
had 4 great influence in reducing the stock of 
sheep, Colonel Reddie pointe to the number of 
barren ewes killed, and also enters into a little 
detail to show the incorrectness of the view taken 
Ly Captain Davidson, that the increase in the 
stock does not equal the denand, and is not likely 
to do so for some time to come. The Deputy 
Commissary General, Upper Circle, coincides in 
the expediency of restricting the issues of mutton 
to once a week generally, malsing an exception in 
the cuse of the Stations in the Punjab, where, he 
saye, the gradaal development of thé trade in 
woul, which is beginning to assuine a prosperous 
condition, will give an additional impetus to the 
breeding of sheep, aud thus indirectly serve the 
purposes of the Army in the matter of the sup-

It appears, from copy of a letter from the 
Commissioner of Delhi, attached to letter No, 
150 of 9th September 1863, of the local Execu- 
tive, that that Olficer considers the decrease in 
the stock of cattle caused by the Inte famine to 
be of a temporary character, and that it will rise 
to ite wonted level without any interferer.ce on 
the part of the Government, which, be thinks, will 
produce evil, instead of good effects, The 
! Executive Commissariat Officer does not appre- 
hend any failure in the provision of beef; but 
with a view to improve its qualitf, as well as the 
size of the animals, advocates the distribution of 
English, Australian, or even good Hansi or Scinde 
bulls at the different Stations in the District. 
‘The decrease in the stock of sheep is admitted, 
and Sub- Assistant Commissary General Captain 
Newmarch submita the desirability of re-plucing 
mutton by goat’s flesh for a period of two or 
three years, and this temporary arrangement 
will, in his opinion, cantribute to the equaliza- 
tion of the supply of sheep to the exent of pre- 
sent demands.

The, contents of the letters of the Executive 
Commissariat Officer at’ Meerut, Nos. 115 and 
150 of Lith July and 18th August last respec. 
tively, and of their annexures, may be summed 
up as follows — 


The fact of a serious diminution in the stock 
both of horned eattle and sheep since the vear 
1856 is universally admitted ; the natives, Civil 
Authorities, and the local Executive Commissariat 
Officer all ‘agree in’ this respect. The mutiny, 
increased strength of European Troops, the 
draucht in the North-West accompanied by o 
terrible fumine, and the pestilence whieh broke 
out during the year 1860-U1, are mentioned as 
amongst the causes of this unhappy result, In 
a report made on the subject by the Collector of 
Meerut the establishment of breeding aud graz- 
ing farms of sheep under the control of Stad 
Otticers is recgmmended, Hansi and Hissar and 
the slopes of the Himalayahs are pointed out as 
amongat the most advantageous plaecs where, it 
is said, the experiment@can be tried with every 
prospect of a splendid success. The holding out 
of encouragements on the part of Government 
to private euterprise in this respect is also 
recommended. 
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Asa remedy for the evils complained of, Major 
Cheistopher, — Assistant Commissary General, 
makes the following proposals :— ; 

1et.—The extension of meat contracts on fair 
and liberal terms for such lon: periods as would 
induce men of capital and substance to undertake 
the contracts, and to adopt measures tor the 
breeding of cattle on an extensive scale, with a 
view to the fulfilment of their engagements. 

Badly, —Phat inducements be held out to cattle 
breeders in the shape of distribution of prizes 

‘at annual shows to be held at Sudder Stations 
amongst the successful competitors. 

Banuitiy. 

. 300 of 6th October 1863, 
Major Willes, As ty General, in 
charge of the Bareilly Exeeutive, expresses him- 
self very confidently ne to the fact of an actual 
decrease in the stock, both of kind and sheep. 
Whilst attributing this decrease primarily to the 
mutiny and the late famine, he ix clearly of opinion 
that the slaughter of cows and ewes has not 
had a little to do in the matter, and recommends 
that only barren cows and oxen, as well as 
wethers, be allowed to be killed to meet the wants 
of the Army, at least for some'time to come, with 
a view to the restoration of the supply to the level 
of the demand; moreover the establishment of 
breeding farms in localities suited to the purpose 
is recommended. Major Willes confidently 
expresses that unless the proposals made by him 
are carried out gt once the upprehension of His 
Excellency the Commander-in-Chief in the matter 
ofa failure in the supply of meat rations to the 
European Soldiery will be realized. 

Agra, 

The Executive Commissariat Officer at Agra, in 
his letter No. 303 of 23rd September last, states 
that though at present the resources of the Divi- 
sion are fully equal to the demande of beef, yet 
that unless ox beef is subsituted for cow beef to a 
certain extent, the slaughter of cows in such large 
nutabers will, in all probability, endanger the 
supply of beef rations at some future period. In 
regard to sheep the fact of a great decrease in 
stock is admitted, and the absolute prohibition of 
the slanghter of ewes and the establishment of 
breeding farma on the part of the Govesnment 
are suggested as the means of remedying the evil. 

Gwauior. 

Depaty Assistant Commissary General Captain 
Lowe, Executive Commissariat Officer at Gwalior, 
in his No. 244 of 26th June 1863, states that, 
from the information collected by, him, he is “ led 
“to believe that two years more will suffice to see 
© the stock of saeep exhausted.” The deterioration 
of the horned cattle procurable in the Province is 
acknowled:ed in plain terms, and I further infer 
from the general tenor of the remarks made that 
the stock’as decreased. The remedy proposed is 
the estabiishing of breeding farms, ; 

Cawsrorr, 

The Executive Commiseasiat Officer at Cawnpore, 
in his letter No. 823 of 7th October 1863, states 
that the stock of horned cattle has not fallen off, 
but that of shecp has to a very considerable 
extent. I find, however, on referénce to copy of 
letter No 281 of 22nd September 1463, from the 
Ofliciating Magistrate any Collector of Furruck- 
abad that that Oflicer holds the very reverse 
opinion. To prevent any difficulty in the supply

On a reference to letter No. 216 of 24th July 
last, from the Exeentive Commissariat Officer, 
Lucknow, to the address of the Deputy Commise 
sary General, Centtul Cirele, 1 find that the 
Deputy Commissioners of Lucknow, Seetapore, 
Lukeempote, and Hurdui generally agree in 
asserting that there has been no sensible decrease 
in thestock either of horned cattle or sheep, 
though the latter are not so plentilil as the former, 
Tho Executive Commissariat Officer does not fear 
a failure in the supply of beef, bat is of opinion 
that the stock uf sheep has not only deteriorated 
in quality, but has also been reduced owing to 
the influx of large bygies of European Troops into 
the country since the year of the mutiny; as weil 
as the indiscriminate slaughter of ewes, Asa 
remedy, not only to stave off the deterioration of 
the animals, but to improve the breed of tho 
country, Assistant Commissary General Captain 
Chalmers suggests the advixability of annually 
importing into India the rams and ewes of the 
large goad breeds of Englund and Australia, and 
offering every possible enconragement to native 
Dreeders with a view to the attainment of the 
object. . 

Frzasav, 

It appears from the annexures of letter No, 
114 of 9th July last, from the Executive Com. 
missariut Ollicer of Fyzabad, that the Deputy 
Commissioners of Fyzubad and Roy Bareilly do 
not entertain any apprehensions of a failure of 
beef rations, but the fact of w decrease in the stock 
of sheep is admitted by both. The former Officer 
urges in strong language the necessity of making 
the rlaughter of ewes punishable by Inw, which he 
is certuin will restore an equilibrium between the 
supply and the demand. ‘he Officiating Di 
Commissioner of Gondah asserts that the at of 
slaughter cattle must naturally be reduced owing 
to an increse in the demand, and suggests that 
liberal rates’must be allowed for meat rations, as 
an inducement to European settlers to take up the 
supply. He algo thinks that with the large tracts 
of waste lands at the disposal of Government 
they ought to establish breeding farms of horned 
cattle and sheep to meet the wants of the Troops, 

Sauoor. 

Assistant Commissary (Jeneral Major Macbean, 
Executive Commissariut Offjcer at Sangor, in his 
letter No. 183 of 8th ine, states that the 
incrvase of European Troops in this country has 
sensibly dfected uh stock of cattle and sheep, and 
in corroboration of his statement alludes to the 
enhanced rates of the prices of the animals xt the 
present time, which, according to his showing, 
have increased 100 per cent. ‘The resources of the 
Districts of Saugor, Jubbulpore, and Nowgong, he 
asserts, are equal to local consumption, but in 
consequence of the Contractors of the Gwalior, 
Cawnpore, and Allahabad Executives resorting 
largely to those Districts to méet their Aemaatde, 
the Contractors of the Saugor Divivion are vom- 
pelled to draw their supplies from other’ minpkets.

He fully concurs in the expe- 

diency of establishing experimental breeding farms 

of sheep as suggested by His Excellency the Com- 

mander-in-Chief, and fully believes that they

ALLAHABAD. 

The Executive Commissariat Officer at Allaha- 
bad, Assistant Commissary General Major Mac- 
pherson, in his letter No. 148 of 4th July 1868, 
‘admits the fact of a great decrease in the stock of 
sheep, which, in his opinion, has resulted both from 
increased consumption of mutton, as well as the 
slaughter of ewes. He avers that Elahio Buksh, 
the Meat Contractor, “ begged not to be bound 
“dowlf to supply mutton even once a week.” 

Banangs, 

Deputy Assistant Commissary General Captain 
Mackenzie, Executive Commissariat Officer at 
Benares, in his letter No. 149 of 28rd May 1868, 
apprehends rio difficulty either in the supply of 
horned cattle or sheep consequent on thé exten- 
sion of the line of rail, He states that “good 
horned cattle” are always available, and that 
though there is no falling of in the number of 
sheep the condition in which they are obtainable 
is not such as to render them fit: for consumption 
without being fed on gram for some time. 

Dinaporr. 

In letter No. 185 of 80th May 1863, the Exe- 
cutive Commissariat Officer at Dinapore antici- 
pates “total exhaustion of the supply in this 
country of slaughter cattle (both horned cattle 
aud sheep) if matters are allowed to go on as 
they now are. Tne good condition and quality of 
the-sheep at Dinapore he attributes to the fact 
of the surrounding Districts being famous for their 
breed of sheep. The establishment of . breeding 
farme on the part of the Government, both for 
horned cattle and sheep, is recommended by him, 
tore with a view to encourage private enterprise 
than with the object of holding in its hands the 
supply of meat rations as a permanent arrange- 
meat. He suggests the importation of good 
bulls from Bugland, and Merino rams from Spain 
for breeding purposes. 

Dangerzing. 

Sub-Assistant Commissary General Captain 
Thomson, in charge of the Darjeeling Executive, 
(in letter No. 81 of 27th May 1463,) feels him- 
self not quite competent. to pasa an opinion on tho 
dubject owing to the shortness of his experience, 
He entertains, however, no fears as to a failure in 
the supply of horned cattle, but thinks it woultl

Sub-Agsistant Commissary General Captain 
Lane, the Executive Commissariat Officer at 
Dacca, in the Report furnished with his letter No. 
189 of 26th June 1863, expresses his belief that 
the stock of horned cattle in Eastern Bengal 
equals the demand for ration purposes, and that 
this equality will be preserved even if consumption 
be increased. In regard to sheep he avers the 
stock is not so plentiful; nevertheless he states 
that he can arrange for the issue of mutton twice 
a week to the Huropean Troops instead of once a 
week, as is the case at present in that Division. 

Mojor FitzGerald, Deputy Commissary General, 
Lower Circle, in his letter No. 762 of 4th Sep- 
tember 1868, after giving a short analysis of the 
Reports of Executive Commissariat Officers in his 
Circle, ignores the fact of a reduction in the atock 
of horned cattle in the country ; nor does he anti- 
cipate any difficu! y in the prospect of their supply 
hereafter. He holds the very reverse opinion, 
however, respecting the sheep, and suggests, b 
way of remedy, that every encouragement be afford- 
ed on the part of the Government towards the 
introduction of British capital in the shape of 
© grants of grazing lands on the most easy terms, 
“ prescribing only conditions for the maintenance 
“of a certain brood stock” ; and also advocates the 
establishment of one or two experimental farms on 
a very moderate scale, with the object of demou- 
strating the remunerativeness of the speculation, as 
well as of drawing public attention to the matter. 

The infusion of fresh blood from Europe and the 
Colonies is further recommended by Major Fitz- 
Gerald to raise the quality of mutton ration. He 
also draws attention to the fact that “as a large 
consutupr,” the Government may, with advantage, 
discourage the existing practice of killing ewes 
by ruling that none but wether mutton should 
be aecepted by the Commissurint Department.

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Report for the encouragement of cultivators to raise 
vegetables of such descriptions as are approved 
by tho British Soldier, (a list of which should be 
drawn out,as noticed in paragraph 16 of the letter to 
the Adjutant-Genersl,) stating the quantities of 
seed of each sort whichshould be obtained and 
distributed in the various Districts of this 
Presidency, the mode of distribution whether 
through ‘the Civil Officers of Districts or by 
Executive Commissariat Officers, and the terms on 
which they should be given; also the number and 
amount of the prizes recommended in the latter

From Lrectexant-Cotonet J. C. Scorr, Ofciating Com- 
missary General, to CoLoxt Nowax, ¢.

1864.) 

I nave the honor to acknowledge the receipt of 
your No, 745 of the 23rd ultimo, with accompani- 
ments, and in reply have to state, fur the informa- 
tion of Government, that orders have been issued 
for carrying out the recommendations of the Com- 
missariat Commission as regards the preparation 
of bread by agency on the expiry of existing 
contracts on the 30th April next so far as it can 
be effected till the mills for the preparation of 
flour are imported, the bread in the meantime 
being made of svvjee. 

2. Executive Officers have been called on to 
submit at once requisitions for Patent Dough- 
making machines, in view to a regular indent 
being prepared for their being obtained from 
England, and as regards the flour mills I do not 
anticipate any necessity for obtaining’ men from 
England to eet them up and work them, ar I be- 
lieve the Roorkee Establishment can furnish the 
requisite artificers. 

3. Until Government bakeries have been con- 
structed the Commissariat Officers have been 
instructed to make the necessary arrangements 
by renting existing buildings, or otherwise obtain- 
sing temporary accommodation, 

4. The substiiution of bop and potatoe yeast 
% toddy and artificial barm has been ordered, 
and when Yread is rejected the supply in its stead, 
at the option of Commanding Officers, of sogjce 
or flour in a kneaded state hus been authorized ; 
the sizes of the loaves will aleo be assimilated to 
those recommended by the Cummission. 

5, The present contraete for the supply of rice 
commenced from the Ist February, but a clause 
was inserted in all the contract deeds admitting of 
flour being substituted in whole or part for the 
rice ration, so that there will be no obstacle to 
this arrangement being carried out at once, 

6. Salt on the reduced svale of $02. per man 
J have directed to be issued from the lst proximo, 

1. Many of the recommendations of the Com. 
missariat, Commission have been anticipated and 
are now in force. I may specily— 

1. Intermediate rates between Contract and 
Command, 











II, A new form of Contract Deed meeting the 
requirements of the recommendation of the Com- 
misvion, of. which nbstracts are furnished to Bri- 
gade and Station Staff Officers. 


IIL. A.15 days’ supply of groceries is etored 
in advance wherever store-rooms for its accommo- 
dation aye available, 

IV. Contracts for potatoes are now separate 
and distinct from those for other vegetables. 

V. Samples of ration articles that admit of 
being preserved are enclosed in stoppered bottles as 
a guide to Commanding Officers and Committee. 

VI. The adoption of English scales and weights 
in issuing rationsto ‘Troops was ordered some years 
ago, and a prohibition against the ase of” steel- 
yards has been circulated. 

8. Existing meat contracts do not terminate 
till the 30th April, and the new arrangements are 
in abeyance pending the orders of Government. 

9. Referring 1o paragraph 5 of your letter under 
acknowledgment, 1 beg to revoramend that the 
Civil Officers be inatructed to indent on Hissar for 
bulls to be stationed in their Districts where exten- 
sive grazing tracts exist, in view to the cattle 
upon them having the bencfit of an improved 
cross. I may mention the Googaria District in 
the Punjab, the Saugor and Nerbudda territories 
as favorable loculities for the experiment ; but the 
Civil Officers, from their intimate knowledge of 
the Districts under them, and the influence they 
possess, are best qualified to judge where most 
advantage would be derived from the measure. 

10, As regards the description of ram to be 
imported as a commencement, I would recom- 
mend (10) ten improved Leicester rams and a like 
number of ewes to be imported and located at 
Hissar ; the ewes will be useful in-keeping up the 
pure English stock, as well as for being crossed 
with country rams. I would also recommend a 
like a number of Cheviot rame and ewes being im- 
ported and located in the Murree Hills near Rawul 
Pindee, where they would have the benefit of 
the supervision of the Commissariat Officer at that 
Station. If they are kept at an elevation of from 
4 to 6,000 feet, are sheltered at night, and not 
exposed to the greatvariations of temperature that 
take place, especially in the autumn and boginning 
of winter, by being placed under cover before the 
sun goes down and they get chilled, I bave no 
doubt they will continue healthy, and the experie 
ment will prove successful. Tt will be necessary, 
however, that they should on no account be per- 
mitted to remain in the valleys, as the miasma is 
sure to affect and prove injurious to them. 

11. While on this eubject, though it is beyond - 
my province, I may be permitted to suggest that 
the importation of a few Merino rams for service 
in the Punjab might prove highly advantageous 
and give a stimulus to the fealestion of wool, 
which is already a staple of some importanes, The 
Merino is not a flesh-carrying sheep, but his woo!

13, As Commissariat Officers have no influence 
beyond the limits of the Station, except as the 
purchasers of vegetables for the Soldiers, 1 submit 
that the Civil Officers at the several Stations are 
best able to judge what quantity of land can with 
advantage be placed under vegetable cultivation, 
and that to encourage this being done some abate- 
ment from the ordinary rent might Le sanctioned ; 
it also rests with them to determine the quantity 
of soed that can be profitably employed. 

14, The decision as to the value and number 
of prizes that shonld be offered for the best speci- 
mens of cattle, sheep, and vegetables hud better be 
left to Local Committees who might be called 
on for suggestions for ultimate approval, and from 
such data the estimates required in the 7th para- 
graph of your Jetter might be drawn out with a 
correctness and precision that cannot be attained 
from any information, that can be furnished by 
Executive Commissariat Officers.

3. In addition to the ten Annual Shows there.

the game encouragement jn every Mofussil Dis- 
trict in which there is an Europea: Cantonment, 
say Patna, Moorshedabad, (Berhampore) und 
Darjecling.

Governor considers that this may also be best 
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left. to private gardeners, stimulated by the 
prospect of a certain and profitable market for 
their produce, and by such encouragement as 
the proposed periodical shows will afford. It 
seems probable that more dependence might be 
placed on Soldiers’ gardens for a supply of vege- 
tables for the Troops than the Commission think 
practicable, and that, asa matter of discipline, 
such gardens, especially at Hill Stations, might 
be made the means of providing the men both 
with healthy and profitable occupation, and with 
such esculents'as may bo most agreeable to them. 
The shows wonld, perhaps, have the effect of 
exciting competition even among the Soldiers 
themselves ; but. the Lieutenant-Governor does 
‘not think that Soldiers’ gardens will ever 
be of any real use until labor there is made com- 
puleory instead of voluntary, and the gardens 
are placea under some regular system of control. 
Little is to he expects from the disjointed 
unsystematic action of the men themselves. 

8. The cultivation of vegetables in Jail gar- 
dens ought in general, His Lionor thinks, to be 
limited to the extent required for the use of the 
Jail and for providing a certain amount of healthy
